LONDON,  Nov.  14  liT*). — The  British  Second  Army  to- 
day opened  a strong  drive  in  Southeastern  Holland,  storm- 
ing across  two  canals  and  occupying  at  least  two  towns 
while  the  American  Third  Army.  150  miles  lo  the  south, 
struck  to  points  two  miles  from  the  fortress  city  of  MeU. 

As  American  forces  closed  in  on  the  city  on  the  south 
and  southeast,  a front  dispatch  said  its  fall  appeared  to  be 
but  a matter  of  days,  if  not  hours. 

As  the  fighting  around  Metz  thus  apjiearfd  lo  be  ru.sii- 
ing  toward  a swift  and  totally  unanticipated  climax,  the 
British  Second  Army  lashed  out  behind  a roaring  barrage 
of  400  guns  in  a strong  drive  east  of  The  Netherlands  village 
of  Nederweerl.

Every  schoolboy  In  all  the 
countries  of  our  great  coalition 
knowa  the  name  and  face  of  Mont* 
g o m e r Alexander,  Eiaenhower, 
Tlmoahenko,  MacArihur,  Oeneral 
air  John  DUTa  contribution  was  leas 
speciocular.  He  was  merely  the  man 
who  took  the  responalbUlty  for  the 
BrlUali  Army,  at  a time  when  no 
one  wanted  It.  He  became  chief  ol

Things  looked  bad  enough  even 
then  For  the  army  In  Oreat  Btllain 
has  always  been  the  step-child  of 
the  nation,  as  ip  haa  been  in  peace- 
time America.  The  navy  always 
could  get  spproprlatlons;  the  air 
force,  amall  as  It  was.  ws.<i  a popular 
idol.  AnU-mlIltari<itlc  Instincts  In 
democracies  are  always  centred  on 
the  army,  not  the  navy  or  air  force 
Yet  We  believe  somehow,  that  when

Oeneral  Sir  John 
Dili  was  summoned  home  from  his 
command  In  France  to  do  the  Im- 
to  win  a war  which  by 
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of  everybody  in  it.  This  Ts  no  time  to  let  elec- 
tions go  by  default.  They  should  be  treated 
as  seriously  as  their  consequences  must  be. 
Victoria  will  need  active,  efficient  service  in 
the  year  to  come,  and  as  wt  say.  some  offices 
extend  on  into  the  second  year 

Here  are  the  facts,  in  brief.  At  the  last 
annual  civic  elections  in  this  city  14.278 
voters  were  registered  and  went  legally  entitled 
to  vote.  Of  these.  1.100  voters  were  non- 
resident. which  made  voting  in  their  cases 
difficult  and  in  some  instances  impossible.

When  a member  of  the  Dominion  Cabinet 
goes  overseas  and  returns  with  the  report  that 
the  present  manpower  policy  of  Canada  ii 
failing  short  of  what  must  be  done  to  back 
up  our  troops  in  battle,  that  obviously 
concerns  Onada  and  everyone  in  it  The 
political  fortunes  of  any  leader  or  of  any  man 
have  little  enough  lo  do  with  the  case.  1 hu 
is  no  time  for  politics.  Parliament,  if  it  is  to 
be  true  to  Canada,  must  give  a decision  on  the 
issue  as  honest  as  that  already  laid  before  the 
people  by  Col.  J.  I.,  Ralston.  He  threw 
political  preferment  out  of  the  window,  and 
this  country  will  honor  him  for  that  There 
are  times  when  conviction  must  stand  upper- 
most 7'his  is  one  of  them. 

Prime  Minister  King  has  summoned  Par- 
liament. He  IS  entitled  to  make  his  own  ex- 
planation there,  handicapped  as  it  may  be  by 
the  sycophant  section  of  the  I.ibcral  press 
which  insists  upon  politics  first  and  the  war 
second.  'I  he  majority  of  all  people  in  this 
country  will  put  that  order  the  other  way 
armmd  They  are  today  centemed  that, 
above  every  and  all  partisan  considerations, 
the  right  course  be  taken  lo  support  Canadians 
in  contact  with  the  enemy  overseas.  That  is 
a must  in  Canada.  Col.  Ralston  has  con- 
vinced many  people  that  there  u only  one  way 
to  do  that,  to  use  men  who  have  been  under 
training  for  going  on  five  years  at  home. 

Mr.  King  had  that  mandate  from  the  peo- 
ple as  early  as  April,  1942.  He  asked  for  it. 
He  was  given  the  authority  unconditionally. 
Hr  did  not  use  it.  When  the  official  report' 
from  thr  front  was  that  the  present  policy  was 
failing.  Mr.  King  turned  his  back  upon  that 
and  sought  advice  K^mewhere  else  Now  we 
arc  told  by  some  that  if  C.anada  wants  con- 
scription Parliament  will  have  to  do  it.  that 
Mr.  King  won  t.  We  would  be  very  sorry  lo 
believe  that.  We  prefer  to  wait  for  the  Prime 
Minister’s  statement  when  the  House  meets. 
Por  to  hold  otherwise  is  to  say  that  Mr.  King 
is  still  not  apprised  of  the  degree  to  which  the 
people  of  Canada  are  stirred  over  the  events, 
not  of  the  last  few  weeks,  but  of  five  long 
years  before  that. 

I-or  that  reason,  we  are  glad  that  Parlia- 
ment has  been  summoned  We  hope  sincerely 
that  the  Prime  Minister  will  lead  it.  for  never 
in  the  history  of  Canada  was  (here  greater 
need  of  true  leadership  than  now.  Mr.  King 
IS  entitled  to  make  his  own  explanation  to  the 
House,  and  most  people  will  not  visit  against 
him  what  is  bring  said  by  the  more  shallow- 
minded  and  captious  of  his  political  friends. 
At  the  end  of  the  debate,  however.  Canada 
will  expect  action  Nothing  else  can  sen'c  in 
this  pass  Nor  does  it  matter  a button  what 
political  fortunes  arc  raised  or  lowered  in  the 
prexess  We  have  men  at  risk  in  baltle  ’I  bey 
and  they  alone  count. 


Skill  in  the  Field 

Qne  of  the  real  triumphs  of  Canada  in  this 
war  has  been  the  daring  and  skill  of  her 
medical  'arnC  surgical  practitioners  overseas 
with  the  active  forces  in  the  field.  Frorh  the 
advanced  aid  p<7Sl  field  dressing  station, 

and  from  that,  down  iheTift^  to  the  base  hos- 
pital. the  hospital  ship  and  i\>  main  hospitals 
Tn  the  United  Kingdom,  rh^  .Mediterranean 
and  elsewhere.  Canadians  arc  playing  a ster- 
ling part  in  the  rcclamatian  of  lives  and  the 
relief  of  human  suffering.  One  hears  of  them 
everywhere,  out  to  the  Iringes  of  the  world 
conflict  three-quarters  of  the  way  around  the 
globe.  It  was  so  m the  Great  War.  and  all 
that  was  learned  there  i«  being  applied  and 
improved  upon  with  the  increased  benefits  of 
science  today. 

It  is  a quiet  and  unselfish  service.  One  very 
rarely  hears  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Army 
Medical  Corps,  of  the  staffs  of  the  Canadian 
hospitals  in  Great  Britain  and  elsewhere. 
Once  in  a while  a correspondent  mentions  a 
surgeon  or  his  orderlies  for  gallantry  under 
fire,  when  some  decoration  is  earned;  but  the 
day  by  day  task  that  is  being  done  is  hitic 
appreciated  by  the  public  at  large.  Yet  men 
who  have  been  wounded  in  action  in  this  war, 
on  land,  at  sea  or  in  the  air.  know  that 
Canada's  medical  men  overseas  are  matching 
the  very  bright  laurels  of  the  past.  There 
could  be  no  higher  degree  of  praise. 

I'hese  skills,  this  latest  knowledge  fresh 
from  university,  civil  practice  and  inlcrneship. 
are  giving  our  men  a better  chance  for  survival 
than  their  predecessors  have  bad  in  any  war. 
l.iterallv.  human  miracles  are  bring  performed 
as  a matter  of  the  day's  routine  Most  of  the 
trained  personnel  so  engaged  have  been  too 
busy  to  lalK  about  ii.  and  it  is  surprising  to 
what  a degree  this  cv>untry  has  gone  unin- 
formed in  respect  of  one  of  its  finest  successes 
in  the  field.  Wr  can  only  hope  that  thr  offi- 
cial history.' of  the  war  will  bring  these  facts 
into  higher  relief  'I  hey  have  long  since 
earned  that.
